Outdoors: Plant mammoth bulbs 6 to 7 in. deep and 8 in. apart; 
large size bulbs, 6 in. deep and 6 in. apart. Bone meal is helpful. 


Indoors: One bulb is usually planted in a 5- or 6-inch pot, depending 
on size of the bulb, although several bulbs of the same variety may 
be planted in a 6-inch or larger size pan. Use only mammoth size 
bulbs for growing in water inside. Directions sent with bulbs.

How to Grow Tulips 


Outdoors: Tulips should not be planted where 
grown the last two seasons. Use a sunny posi- 
tion. Do not use fresh manure at planting 
time; rotted manure or bone meal may be 
worked into soil which must be well-drained. 
Plant bulbs 5 to 6 in. deep; 6 to 8 in. apart. 


Indoors: A mixture of 2/3 clean garden soil 
and 1/3 leaf mold to which bone meal has 
been added will give best results. A 6-inch pot 
holds about 6 bulbs. Place bulbs about 1 in. 
apart each way. Cover with an inch of soil 
and water thoroughly. Put pots in a cold- 
frame or heel-in in the garden for 8 weeks. 
Move pots indoors, bringing gradually to the 
average room temperature.

Delivery of Hardy Garden Lily Bulbs 


Hardy Garden Lilies are sent you in the fall just as soon as the bulbs are 
thoroughly cured and in proper condition for planting. Some varieties will 
not be ready until November or early December. Plant in the garden as soon 
as possible after they are received. If you live where the soil freezes early 
cover the ground with manure, leaves, straw, etc., to prevent it from freezing. 
When lily bulbs arrive, remove covering and plant them immediately. Do 
not put the covering back over the bulbs until after the ground has frozen 
hard. The purpose of the covering is to keep the ground frozen so alternate 
freezings and thawings will not injure root growth during the winter. Remove 
covering gradually in the spring, removing all after danger of frost is past.
